Communists in the area of Eagle River and Vilas County* He said he 
had no specific information regarding this rumor. 

He further advised his activities in connection with the 
John Birch Society are to see that the right pamphlets, publications 
and brochures of patriotic interest are made available to the members 
of the John Birch Society* As an example of some of the types of 
pamphlets he has been making available to society members so they 
are kept aware of existing conditions, he furnished SA Walker a copy 
of "The War We Are In— View 1,° which is a publication by the Champion 
Paper and Fibre Co., Hamilton, Ohio. He said that this copy need not 
be returned; that he purchased several of these pamphlets and will be 
forwarding them to members of the John Birch Society. (The copy of 
this booklet is also enclosed with this letter.) 

It was noted by SA Walker during this interview that there 
must be a very limited number of members in the Eagle River area, b6 
inasmuch as Mir. 1 I said he had just received these booklets and b 7 C 

had not read the articles, and as yet had not distributed them. SA 
talker observed there were approximately one dozen of these booklets. 

Mr. I I was furnished information as to how he can 

readily contact the Milwaukee office of the FBI or the Resident Agency 
at fausau, Wis., so that matters of interest to the FBI coming to his 
attention will be called to the Bureau's attention immediately.

Ten chapters of the John 
Birch society (including a chap- 
ter in Eagle River), founded by 
a man who believes that Presi- 
dent Eisenhower is a dedicated 
Communist, have formed in Wis- 
consin in the last year. 

This was reported in a recent 
story in the Milwaukee Journal 
written by Alex P. Dobish, who 
is a member of the Journal 
staff. 

The apparent purpose of the 
society is to fight communism 
and influence American politics, 
Dobish reported and its mem- 
bers include leading citizens 
and industrialists in Wisconsin. 

Dobish further reported that 
four branches have been formed 
in Milwaukee and one each in 
Wauwatosa, Green Bay, DePere, 
pshkosh, Appleton and Eagle 
ftiver. 

' Mrs. John Rueber, 3014 S 
Delaware ave., the wife of a 



medical technician, is the Mil- 
waukee area "co-ordinator" and 
spoke in Eagle River, helping 
set-up the chapter here. 

The founder of the society is 
a wealthy, retired candy manu- 
facturer, who lives in Bemont, 
Mass^ Robert H. W. Welch, jr., 
61, who is the author of "The 
Politician."

THE MILWAUKEE, Journal 
has obtained a copy of "The 
Politician", which is a manu- 
script of 302 pages, reproduced 
in book form. Leaders of the 
society have received copies 
from Welch with the admon- 
ition that the contents are 
"strictly confidential and for 
your eyes only." 

The book tries to prove that 
Mr. Eisenhower is a dedicated 
conscientious agent of the Com- 
munist party. 
It claims that Mr. Eisen- 



hower's brother, MJlton, is the 
president's superior' in tne party 
and that a dozen other highly 
placed government men are 
either outright Communists or 
tools of the party. 

Former President Roosevelt, 
the book says, was unknowingly 
used by the party. Ex-President 
Truman was knowingly used, it 
continues. As for President 
Eisenhower, page 268 reads: 

"In my own opinion the Com- 
munists , have one of their own 
actually in the presidency. For 
this third man, Eisenhower, 
there is only one possible word 
to describe his purposes and ac- 
tions. That word is treason." # 

The Journal writer in his 
story said that neither Mrs. 
Rueber or Richard Johnson of 
Green Bay, who is in charge of 
upstate activities, would dis- 
avow the contents of "The Poli- 
tician." 

Mrs. Rueber said she had not s 
reached a conclusion, adding: "T 
am not obligated to explain my

THIS NEWSPAPER contacted 
H. S. Tuttle of Eagle Hiver, who 
is a member and leader of the 
John Birch society movement in 
this community. Tuttle has been 
the Republican party chairman 
for Vilas county for several 
years, but recently submitted a 
letter of resignation. 

Tuttle said he had not seen 
the book "The Politician", and 
that even if Mr. Welch had 
written the things he is now 
credited with, that he under- 
stood it dated back six years 
ago and was not current. Tuttle 
said he did not believe that 
President Eisenhower was a 
communist agent, and did not 
believe it was proper to find 
him guilty only due to associ- 
ation with people who may be 
suspected of being communists. 

By coincidence Milton Eisen- 
hower is staying at Land o' 
Lakes this week on vacation. 
This newspaper also contacted 
him and ihformed> him of the 
statements by the leader of the 
John Birch society. 

Eisenhower said he had never 
heard of the society and did ex- 
press a surprised "migosh" when 
he was informed of the state- 
ments. He said he would not 
comment on it as he had a pol- 
icy* of never making political 
statements. He said if he had 
an opportunity to see and read 
"The Politician" he might say 
something about it. 

Tuttle said he thought the 
current reference about various 
presidents being called com- 
munist was related to a letter, 
rather than a manuscript or 
book— and this letter was writ- 
ten about 1954.

MRS. RUBBER WANTED to 

know where the Milwaukee 
Journal had obtained a copy 
since the book was not sup- 
posed to be seen by "ordinary" 
society members or outsiders. 

"Someone," she said, "broke 
a confidence." 

Johnson said he shared the 
bulk of Welch's views, but shied 
away from hanging a Commun- 



ist label on the President. 

He said at first that he "had 
no idea" if Mr. Eisenhower was 
a Communist. 

"I only know that if he is not, 
he might as well be," he said. 
"It is a moot question. The re- 
sults of his administration are 
the same." 

Later he added: "I don't think 
Eisenhower is bright enough to 
be permitted to be one of the 
party." 

Welch's goal is a million mem- 
bers. He declined to say how 
many members were in the so- 
ciety? nationally or in what states 
chapters had been organi zed. He 
said 



organization was going 
"nicely in Wiscdnsin," adding 
that Wisconsin was a "g,ood, 
conservative state." 

Asked if he still held the 
views expressed in "The Poli- 
tician," he said he would not 
comment. 

Welch describes the society in 
the "Blue Book,"* which he also 
(wrote and which is distributed 
J more widely among members 
than "The Politician." 

"The men who join the John 
Birch society . . . are going to 
be doing So primarily because 
they believe in me and what I 
am doing and are willing to ac- 
cept my leadership , anyway," he 
wrote. 

"We are going to use that 
loyalty, like every other re- 
source, to the fullest possible 
advantage that we can. When- 
ever and wherever, either 
through infiltration by the ene- 
my or honest differences of 
opinion, that loyalty ceases to 
be sufficient to keep some, frag- 
ment in line, we are not going 
to be in 'the position of having 
the society's work weakened 
raging debates. 



"WE ARE NOT going to have 
factions developing on the two- 
sides-to-every question theme. 
Those members who cease to 
feel the necessary degree of 
loyalty can either resign or will 
be put out." 

In the same book, Welch out- 
lines his philosophy. 

"Democracy, of course, in gov- 
ernment or organization, as the 
Greeks and Romans found out, 
and as I believe . 4 . . democracy 
is merely a deceptive phrase, a 
weapon of demagoguery, and a 
perennial fraud." 

The society is named after 
John Birch, an American army 
captain and fundamentalist Bap- 
tist minister, who allegedly was 
murdered by Chinese Commun- 
ists 10 days after V-J Day. The 
society was founded by Welch 
on December 9, 1958, in Indian- 
apolis with the support of a 
.small group of businessmen. 

Under the Welch program, 
each chapter, gets a. monthly] 
"John Birch* Bulletin," which} 
Welch edits. This usually gives ji 
the "assignment" for the month 
and lists suggested reading mat- 
ter. Frequently there are sug- 
gestions for a letter writing 
campaign to congressmen on 
legislation. 

Dues are $24 a year for men 
and $12 'for women. 

Although only hjgh leaders 
know membership figures, the 
society is growing fast, accord- 
ing to law enforcement sources. 
Wisconsin has between 150 and 
200 members, according to John- 
son and Mrs. Rueber. They were 
enrolled in less than a year. 
This factor, plus the high level 
of influence and intelligence of 
members, disturbs law enforce- 
ment officials. 

Welch writes skillfully and 
u&es movies effectively of him- 
self ' speaking in making his 
points. 

He was botn in Chowan coun- 
ty, * North Carolina, He was 
graduated from the University 
of North Carolina; attended the 
tJnited States Naval academy 
for two years and, finally, Har- 
vard law' school. He was in 
charge of sales and advertising 
of the firm that bears his name. 
He was vice-chairman of the 
Massachusetts Republican fi- 
nance committee and, in 1950, a 
candidate for the lieutenant gov- 
ernor's post on the Republican 
Ij ticket.

To All Members: 

Whatever we have been able to ac- 
complish so far has been primarily due 
to the fact that we are a very closely 
knit group. It is our intention to keep 
The John Birch Society equally closely 
knit even when we grow into a much 
larger body. 

This monthly message from each in- 
dividual member— in a standardized 
form which will make it far more 
practicable for us to process than would 
be diversified correspondence from so 
large a number — will serve to main- 
tain closer ties and more complete un- 
derstanding throughout our constantly 
growing membership. 



We have always run the business affairs of 
the Society on as sound a basis as we could. We 
have expanded our efforts only when we could 
clearly see where the money was coming from 
to cover the additional costs. For this reason 
The John Birch Society has never been short of 
money, in the usual sense; that is, to meet pay- 
rolls or to pay its bills. But in another sense we 
have been drastically short of money at all times. 
For the opportunities just waiting for us, as fast 
as we could finance further growth, have been 
almost unlimited. And the need for growth has 
seemed very urgent. 

We have now reached the stage where that 
problem will be increasingly acute. For our 
organization is not just one of those collections 
of names, to which leaflets are sent out now and 
then in the hope that the "members" are still 
interested — and are still members. Ours is a 
pulsating machine, tightly assembled, with hun- 
dreds of wheels turning at the ends of shafts 
that are activated in unison. The whole throbbing 
apparatus requires plenty of fuel, oil, and super- 
visory attention. The operating costs, therefore, 
are more than twice the dues available for that 
purpose. 

This is something that many of our members 
do not realize. And, for obvious reasons, we shall 
not go into any detailed accounting. But any 
member with business experience, a sharp pencil, 
and a little patient study can readily verify for 
himself the conservatism of the following esti- 
mates. In a "fully developed" area, where a Co- 
ordinator -already has from twenty-five to thirty 
chapters established and functioning properly 
(the maximum a Coordinator can manage, even 
without devoting any time or effort to forming 
new chapters), the monthly dues received will 
pay just about one-half of the costs involved. 
In the more usual situation, where a full-time 
salaried Coordinator has some ten or twelve 
chapters already formed, but is devoting most of 
his time and energy (and traveling expenses) to 
establishing new chapters, the dues received will

pay for only one-fourth to one-third of the costs 
of the area. 



In both cases these costs include: The salary 
and expenses of the Coordinator, whose regular 
attendance at chapter meetings is imperative if 
we are to grow in morale and effectiveness as 
well as numbers; the printing, mailing, and 
postage charges for our bulletins; the books, 
pamphlets, tape recordings, and films supplied; 
and the correspondence, supervision, miscellaneous 
expenses, and overhead at the home office. They 
do not include any pay for "top management," 
for your Founder has never drawn a penny of 
remuneration from either the Society or the 
magazine. And they still make no provision for 
new film production, or new projectors and tape 
recorders and equipment — at the Home Office 
and in the field — which are the prerequisites of 
further expansion. 

While the Society was small we have been able 
to make up the indicated deficit by dues from 
Life Memberships, and by sizable contributions 
from a comparatively few individuals. But with 
the deficit per chapter now being multiplied by 
an ever larger number of chapters, the total 
deficit becomes entirely too large for meeting 
in any such manner. We would soon be obliged 
to hold back the Society's growth — instead of 
seeking expansion, to refuse even to allow it to 
expand — unless there were some way to make up 
the difference between dues and costs. And while 
some increase in minimum dues may become in- 
evitable in time, we desperately wish to avoid any 
such increase over the next few months. 

We are, therefore, taking all proper steps we 
can devise towards obtaining sufficient income, 
besides that from dues,, to enable us to keep on 
pushing ahead as aggressively as sound organiza- 
tional development will permit. There are various 
such steps that we shall not discuss here. But 
the one that we hope will prove to be most 
productive — the one to which these paragraphs 
have been leading — is this appeal for strictly 
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voluntary but regular monthly contributions, 
from all of our individual members who can 
afford such contributions in addition to their dues. 

We are aware that a routine procedure, whereby 
our Chapter Leaders consistently follow through 
on this appeal for us, is necessary to its con- 
tinuing success. We are, therefore, taking ad- 
vantage of the system of Member's Monthly 
Messages, which we are inaugurating this month, 
to enable every Chapter Leader to collect from 
every member whatever contribution that mem- 
ber may be willing to make, without the slightest 
embarassment to anybody. For each such contri- 
bution will be enclosed in advance, with the 
member's message, in the sealed envelope to be 
taken up at the Chapter Meeting. All envelopes 
will be forwarded together to headquarters, by 
the Chapter Leader, along with the regular dues 
separately collected, and his report of the meet- 
ing. A routine but grateful acknowledgment will 
go from the Home Office directly to each con- 
tributing member. And nobody except myself 
and one or more assistants in Belmont will know 
who is not making a contribution, who is, or 
how much is the contribution of any member. 

The last point is significant. For we wish to 
emphasize again something we have said many 
times in the past; that we do not want anybody 
to make any contribution to The John Birch 
Society unless he or she really wishes to do so. 
We know that some of our very best, most dedi- 
cated and most helpful members cannot afford 
any payments beyond their dues. The monthly 
messages from such members will be just as 
welcome and just as important as those from 
others who may contribute anywhere from two 
dollars to a hundred dollars each per month. 
But if all of us do all that we can, in every way 
that we can, we shall make The John Birch 
Society a mUhty factor in saving and restoring, 
for our children and their children, the glorious 
country and humane civilization which we our- 
selves inherited. Time, energy, and money are 
all "of the essence" in our great undertaking.
